Vi the Relation of a Storm of Thunder, Light- 
ning and Hail at Oundle in Northam* 
ptoniliire on the aoth of March idpj. By 
Mr. W- R. 

HE Day on which the Storm happened was the 
zoth of March ; the Day was ilormy, as the 
Weather had been feme limie before; but about eighc at 
Night there arofe a very violent Guft of Wind, at 
South-Wejiy which lafted an hour and half, till the Thun- 
der-ciaf was over, during which time it rained very faft. 
A quarter of an hour, or thereabouts, after Nine, leJl a 
mighty Storm of £/^i/ intermixed uith Ratn^ which Jay 
very white, and fbhie depth on tlie ground, and to me 
appeared to have Snow mixed with it During that 
Storm happened the Lightnings^ which were but two 
Flaflies, but very violent and ftraog^ 5 it had hailed near 
a quarter of an hour before the Lightning ; It wa:s ex- 
traordinary blew, and of a Suiphareous Smell. Ft 
leemed to ftand ftill in theHoufe ipme confiderable time, 
and was fo great,that a Gentleman who fat below flairs, 
thought that the Houfe had been on Fire above, and

tliat the Flames rolled down Stairs. The Clap of Thuw^ 
der which immediately followed {eemed to all like the 
fuddain Diicharge of five or fix Field-pieces, not with 
that rolling, deep noife Thunder ufualiy carries along 
with it: hideed, for ray part, I thought it had been 
Guns. The Second Flafli and Clap followed within a 
few Minutes of the firft, but not with that Violence as 
the former : Which Flafti fir'd the Steeple I cannot fay, 
but a piece of Wood to which the Lead of the Windows 
was nailed (the Windows being nothing but Lead cut 
full of HolesJ was let oh fire, and kindled very faft, 
and might have done a great d^lof Mifchief, had not 
the earlinelsof the Night, and timely help prevented it. 
This Storm (eemed to run in adiredl Courfe; for feve- 
rai of our fide-Towns perceived little of it j and I be- 
lieve it broke chiefly over us, for I hear of noEfFeds it 
had any where elfe, hnt only z.t Kettering^ where one of 
their Bells, as {bmefay, received fome damage, and the. 
Wires of the Chimes were twilled one within another ; 
The Wind was very bluftering all the Night after.
